MONTGOMERY Reported 
cforts to remove the Division of 
Forestry from the Alabama De- 
partment of Conservation as ; 
Separate agency wouid set the 
State's. lorestry program back 
20 years according to Conser 
vation Director Robert Folsom 

Folsom said here today, ‘‘Act- 
ion of this type would be a 
costly mistake, and I don’t be- 
lieve the people of Alabama 
desire a change that would 
cost more tax money and has 
no possibilities of improvement. 
Alabama has the most 
Standing forest fire record of 
any state,’ he said, “and this 
has been done under the pre- 
sent Department of Conserva- 
tion at less than one-fifth the 
cost of forestry programs in 
other states operating seperste 
forestry departments.” 


oOuL- 


Increases 


“Our nursery program is fast 


reaching the point where the 
supply of seedling will eanal 
the demand,” Folsom _ said, 
“and on most species of trees 


the demand is being met this 
year.” Folsom pointed out that 
during the fiscal year 1955-56 
the forestry division produced 
slightly over 33 million 
lings. The production this year 
will be 161 million seedlings. 

“We have increased seedling 
production almost 500 percent 
during the, past four years, de- 
creased the acreage burn to an 
all time low of .24 percent and 
furthered our project for stry 
program in an effort to help 
the small woodland owners,” 
the Director said. 

“States surrounding Alabama 
have separa e forestry depart - 
ments and their efficiency of 
opcra'ion “locs not come clase 
to comparing witly that of Ala- 
bamu where we have a conser- 
vation department over the se- 
veral agencies charged with 
the managertent and’ promos- 
ion of our natural renewable 
resources.”

Cites Figures 

Folsom provided the follow- 
ing figures to show the cost of 
running the forestry programs 
in the surrounding states, Last 
year Florida received $3,342,886 
from the Legislature; Georgia 
received $2,163,800; Louisiana 
$1,413,960, and Mississippi re- 
ceived $1,037,500. 

“Here in Alabama the fores- 
try division received a total oj 
$250,000 from the Legis!ature, 
but even so, the record in this 
State is better than that of any 
of the above mentioned states 
where the cost of operation 
was much greater.” 

“The State Forester in Ala- 
bama has been in his present 
position since 1942,” Foisom 
said, “and if the forestry diyis- 
ion became a separate depari,- 
ment such continuity of office 
could not be expected.” 

Folsom pointed out that the 
cost of setting up and running 
a separate department weuld 
be much greater than the cost 
of running the forestry pro- 
gram as it now exists. A separ- 
ate Forestry department weuld 
have to have engineers, attor- 
heys, accounting section, and 
information-education 
nel. These services are present- 
ly provided by the Department 
of Conservation for each cf the 
five divisions of the Depart- 
ment, with each Division pay- 
ing a portion of administrative 
expenses. Such costs are much 
smaller for one large atiminis- 
trative unit than they would 
be for smaller units for each 
of these divisions, Folsom Sett- 
ed. 

“One of the most important 
reasons for grouping the yari- 
ous agencies under one depart- 
ment back in 1939 was to allow 
these agencies to operate 
cheaper, cutting down on ad- 
ministrative costs. Now, some 
few people in the state are 
pressuring for a return to the 
old way of doing things which 
proved unsuccessful prior to 
1939 and will prove unsuccess- 
ful again if the change is made, 
Folsom said.

crop cotton. Che referendum 
therefore is of vital concern to 
every cotton grower, says Les 
ter Gunter, Chairman of the 
Cotlee County Agriculture Sta- 
bilization and Conservation 
Committee, 


The marketing quota 
gram will be in operation for 
next year's crop, the chairman 
explains, if at least two-thirds 
of the votes cast in the refer- 
endum are in favor of the pro- 
gram, In that case, farm oper 
ators will have an opportunity 
to elect a choice between (A) 
complying with their “regular” 
farm allotments, with price 
Support available at not less 
than 80 per cent of parity for 
the 1959 crop of upland cotton, 
or (B) complying with an in- 
creased farm allotment 40 per- 
larger.than the “regular” 
farm allotment, with support at 
a level 15 per cent of parity 
lower than under the first 
choice; quota penalties will ap- 
ply to any cotton produced in 
excess of the chosen allotment.

If more than one-third of 
the votes are against quotas, 
there would be no quota penal- 
ties; only the ‘regular’ allnt- 
ments. would be available, and 
the price support level to eligi- 
ble growers would drop to 50 
percent of parity.

RATES CHANGED 
ON INSURANCE 
IN THIS STATE 


A sharp increase on fire and 
extended coverage insurance 
rates on all farm property went 
into effect at noon Monday 
while at the same time a rate 
reduction was granted on most 
non-farm property. 

The major revision in insu- 
rance rates was announced 
jointly by State Insurance Supt. 
James H. Horn and C. A, Har- 
ris, manager of the Alubama 
Inspection and Rating Gureau. 

In brief, the effect of the re- 
vision will be a rate reduction 
for where there is fire protec- 
tion (excepting owners of 
frame dwellings) while owners 
of insured farm property will 
pay a substantially larger pre- 
mium, 

The announcement by Horn 
and Harris, which by law was 
withheld until the rates went 
into effect, was actually three- 
fold: 

(1) A flat 20 per cent’ in- 
crease in fire and extended 
coverage insurance premiuras 
on all farm buiidings; 

(2) A reduction in the cost 
of fire and extended coverage 
insurance premiums on al! non- 
farm dwellings with the ex-. 
ception of frame houses, coup- 
led with an overall reduction in 
non-tarm commercial property: 

(3) A major reduction in 
premiums on the comparative- 
ly new Homeowners Policies, a 
new type of four-in one policy 
Which in addition to providins 
fire and extended coverage pro- 
tection personal liability and 
burelary insurance. 

The major increase in the 
cost of fire and extended co- 
verate protection for farm. pre- 
perty came in the wake of 
Staeeering increases in farm 
fire losses. 

Harris said that in 1952 farm 
fires in Alabama did $781,000 
in camages, but thei by 1956 
this had increased te $1,314,000 

While conceding that the in- 
ere: «2 in farm property, Harris 
notei that earlier the same 
type insurance had been in- 
creased a flat 50 per cent in 
Georgia and South Carolina.
